“Every time we have a war, 
the government gains more con- 
trol over people’s lives 
somehow it never gives up that 
control once the war is over.” 
With these words Senator Alan 
Cranston launched into a diser- 
tation on the cost and evils of 
the Vietnam war to the Salinas 
Chamber of Commerce at the 
Towne House last Monday 
morning. 

He claimed the U. S. has 
spent $120 billion in Vietnam 
to date and that by the time 
we pull out it could cost up to 
$1 trillion to pay all the U. S. 
war debts. The per capita cost 
for each ‘Arfierican taxpayer is 
now a staggering $957 per year, 
according to Cranston. 

Senator Cranston said two of 
every three tax dollars spent in 
the U.S. goes to the federal 
government. About 70% of that 
goes to pay for the war. 

One could see dollar signs in 
the eyes of a large Chamber of 
Commerce group who had met 
for a three dollar breakfast and 
waited over an hour for the de- 
layed U.S. senator to speak 
these words of wisdom. 

The senator presented, one of 
the most convincing arguments 
possible to businessmen on why 
we should be out of Vietnam. 
Humanitarian reasons be 
damned, but money—that was 
something these business own- 
ers could relate to. 

Cranston said he had received 
a telegram from Hartnell Col- 
lege students last week protest- 
ing the Amchitka bomb test. 
He was among 35 senators who 
protested to the President the 
test be stopped. Russell Train,

A proposed amendment to the A.S.B. Constitution, 
which has been fraudently passed off as a bill for mi- 
nority rights, comes up for election next Tuesday and 
Wednesday. This Amendment would allow non-A.S.B.

cardholders to vote and hold A.S.B. office. This sounds 
good on paper but let’s look at this proposed amend- 
ment a little closer. 

What happens when you and others buy an A.S.B. 
card? The total sum from the sales for the year (this 
year approximately $21,000 was projected as income 
from A.S.B. card sales) creates the initial bank account 
to put on ALL athletic, cultural and publication activi- 
ties, create scholarships and financial aid to students, 
run the student union and supply students with various 
beneficial items ranging from the juke box in the cafe- 
teria to the copier in the library. 

Many of these activities, such as Hartnell’s football 
team, not only pay for themselves but generate a large 
income which helps the A.S.B. to pay for free activities 
for cardholders. None of these activities would even 
exist, however, if it weren’t for the initial A.S.B. card 
sales. 

A.S.B. cardholders have a vested interest in these ac- 
tivities and want their money spent in such a way it will 
benefit them. For all its many weaknesses, the best sys- 
tem to accomplish these goals is through a governing 
commission. A.S.B. commissioners (they must be A.S.B. 
members) meet each Tuesday to decide on these expen- 
ditures. Virtually, that is all they ever do. Occasionally, 
with Hartnell administrative approval, they make deci- 
sions that affect other clubs, and most of the students on 
campus. 

While I do not support the concept that the A.S.B. 
should have control over students, who are not members 
(Ed. note, see Blowing Smoke, Oct. 22) the A.S.B. 
should be able to control their own money and have the 
sole say-so over how it is spent, without harrassment 
from those who are not members and who fail to con- 
tribute to the organization. If the proposed amendment 
is passed, this will no longer be so. 

As a student at Hartnell the past two years, I’ve made 
a few enemies because | believe in and support a lot of 
Chicano causes. I believe they are victims in a society 
which has done them great injustice in areas such as 
employment, and other civil rights. I will not or can 
not retreat from my position in this respect. The Chicano 
has gotten a raw deal. 

BUT... the proposed amendment to the A.S.B. Con- 
stitution which is sponsored by M.E.C.H.A., and touted 
as a fight for civil rights will not solve the Chicano 
problem at Hartnell. It may cause a hell of a lot of prob- 
lems to A.S.B. members, though. 

Let me give you an example. Last year, M.E.C.H.A. 
asked the A.S.B. for $10,000 for Chicano activities. This 
is a rather Jarge sum when one considers that the A.S.B. 
this year alloted only $7,000 for all cultural activities 
for the whole student body. This demand would have 
been less of a joke, perhaps, if a majority of M.E.C.H.A.’s 
members had been A.S.B. members and had made some 
contribution to the A.S.B. financial base with card pur- 
chases. The fact was, however, very few belonged to the 
A.S.B. They could dig the receiving but weren’t too 
much into giving. Perhaps they figured the commis- 
sioners were into the Bible trip about it being better to 
give than to receive. What they were asking for was 
something for nothing. 

Constantly, M.E.C.H.A. has bitched about expendi- 
tures for football, basketball or rodeo, yet they cost 
M.E.C.H.A. nothing. M.E.C.H.A. finds it easy to com- 
plain about the, A.S.B. support for the choir, band, or 
drama, yet M.E.C.H.A. has never had to pay for these 
activities. M.E.C.H.A. says there are little or no Chicano 
cultural activities or speakers.

The irresponsibility of the 
amendment is very evident and 
I urge everyone to vote against 
the amendment when it comes 
to a vote next Wednesday and 
Thursday.

I told him “No!” and I 
continued, .“I don’t care if 
somebody sets off all the bombs 
in the world.” Turned out he 
was only interested in fright- 
ened, protesting people. 

Part of my cinicism derives 
from the fact that I’m con- 
vinced most of the signers of 
that petition are also advocates 
of abortion as a method of birth 
control, a measure adopted to 
reduce population pollution, and 
part from the fact that less than 
one percent of the people pro- 
test. The same people accept, 
I think, the validity of heart 
surgery. 

Under the pretext of “life- 
saving measures,” physicians 
(surgeons) have been permitted 
to murder over 300 people in 
recent years. Heart transplant 
is the crime I have in mind at 
this moment. More than 160 
donors have been buried with- 
out their hearts. Fewer than 30 
of the recipients survive. How 
much more bloody can the 
hands of a Hippocratic follower 
be than to lift the beating, 
bleeding heart from one body, 
thereby ensuring its discontinu-

Harts Demolish Oaks 56-0 


Hartnell’s football squad put 
on a devastating show of de- 
fense and offense’ last Saturday 
night in the Salinas High. sta- 
dium and the result was a 
whopping 56-0 shellacking of 
the Menlo Oaks. 

In the Coast Conference 
standings the win pushed the 
Panthers’ mark to 3-0 while op- 
ponents Gavilan, Ohlone and 
Monterey Peninsula College 
trail at one game behind. Cur- 
rently the season mark for Hart- 
nell is 6-1-1. 

Offensively and defensively 
the Panthers really outdid them- 


selves; while the Mean Ma- 
chine was blanking the Oak of- 
fense, the Hartnell offense 


rolled up an overwhelming 625- 
73 yard advantage in the total 
offense department. 

Over the 1000 Mark 

Leading the offensive charge 
was Alton Gerard who account- 
ed for four Panther touchdowns 
in rushing 198 yards in just 15 
carries. It was Gerard’s eighth 
straight 100-plus performance 
for rushing and his effort 
against Menlo boosted his sea- 
son’s total over the 1000 mark, 
tops in the state. 

Hartnell wasted little time 
getting on the scoreboard as on 
the first drive QB Mike Teresa 
piloted the Panther offense 64 
yards for the initial score. Ger- 
ard slid into the end zone from 
seven yards out, and Ron Stef- 
ani’s pass to Blaine Williams 
for the two-pointer sent Hart 
on its way 8-0. 

Double Mean Is the Machine 

Defensively, the Hartnell 
Mean Machine was really mean 
as charter members Chris El- 
liott, Steve Whitted, Steve Jau- 
rigue, Pete Maturino, Ron Tate, 
Keith Kreutz and Bob Haag 
turned Menlo everywhere but 
loose. 

Gerard paid a visit to the end 
zone again in the first quarter 
as he skirted the right side of 
Menlo’s defense on a 39-yard 
run off fine blocks by Jim Fras- 
setto, Wendell Blackwell and 


Ken Gardner to up it 14-0. 

For an encore Gerard tallied 
his and Hartnell’s third TD on 
an ll-yard jaunt behind crisp 
blocks of John Gubser, Geno 
Favero and Andy Roberts. Neal 
“Tex” Munn’s PAT was true 
for the 21-0 score. Closing out 
the first half scoring was Tom 
Smith who surged 15 yards 
through the Oak defense for a 
TD to cap a 52-yard march. 
Munn converted the kick for 
the 28-0 advantage at half’s 
end. 

Here We Go Again 


Lightning may not strike 
twice, but Gerard struck for his 
fourth time on the first play of 
the second half by charging 49 
yards down the left sidelines 
for a bingo. Munn split the up- 
rights for the 35-zip. 

Ken Dean was at the reins of 
the Panther offense as Russ Os- 
tarello was next to get into the 
scoring parade by taking Dean’s 
handoff and topping a 64-yard 
march on a 15-yard run with a 
little less than six minutes re- 
maining in the third quarter. A 
pass interception by Ron Ste- 
fani setup another Hart score.
